NOTIFICATION 

G.O.Ms, No. 24 Home (Police ), — Jn exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the 
Constitution, read with Notification No. 24/78/68/ 
DH(S), dated 24th August 1968, issued by the Govt, 
of India, Ministry of Home Affairs and all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf; the Lieutenant 
Governor, Pondicherry hereby makes the follow- 
ing rules, to amend the Pondicherry Police Service 
Rules, 1972 notified in G.O.Ms. No. 119 Home(I) dated 


4th September, 1972, of Home (1) Department, 
namely : — 

Short title and commencement. 

L (1) These rules may be called the Pondicherry 
Police Service (Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

Insertion of a new clause in rule 2. 

2, ACler clause (g) of rule 2 of the Pondicherry Police 
Service Rules, 1972 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules) ; the following clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(h) ‘Scheduled Castes’ and ‘Scheduled Tribes’ shall 
have the same meanings as are assigned to them by 
clauses (24) and (25) respectively of Ai’ticlo 366 
of the Constitution of India.” 

Substitution of rule 9. 

3. For rule 9 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“9, (1) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (2) 
of this rule, the Commission shall forward to the 
Administrator a list arranged in otder of merit of 
the number of vacancies reseiwcd for the Scheduled 
as the Commission may determine, 

(2) Candidates belonging to any of the vScliedulcd 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be fiUcd 
on the basis of the general standard, be recom]- 
mended by the Commission by a relaxed standard to 
make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, sub- 
ject (o fitness of these candidates for selection to 
the Service, irrespective of their ranks in the order 
of merit at the examination.”
